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there are no signs of flagging support in the UK. 

I taly , too, has weathered its peace movement and is 
likely to continue with the deployment schedule, so 
long as it can be done without fanfare . The 
possibility of an election this year could revive 
the Communist party's campaign against INF. 

We expect a major Soviet campaign against INF and 
SDI , but do not believe it will stop deployment in 
'tKe' FRG , UK, or Italy. 

- Sov ie t officials have already broadcast their view 
that continued INF deployment will hamper the new 
talks and that there should be a moratorium on all 
deployments during the negotiations. 

- Foreign Minister Gromyko will be visiting European 
capitals this spring (so far, Rome, the Hague, and 
possibly Brussels) hopinng to influence INF 
decisions. 

- We already see signs that Moscow is activating 
West European Communists to begin a broad campaign 
for disarmament and to create a " £ r on t " across 2 
Western Europe against US plans to militarize 
space.
